Two  Fairs,  Two  Greens 

Sheffield.  From  4pm  to  8pm  on  Septem- 
ber 8,  the  Sheffield  Green  from  the  Old 
Stone  Store  to  Dewey  Hall  w  ill  be  closed  to 
traffic  for  a  celebration  with  food,  music,  and 
a  little  something  for  everyone.  Food  will 
include  hamburgers,  veggie  burgers,  hot 
dogs,  corn  and  drinks  from  the  Sheffield 
Kiwanis  and  an  Ice  Cream  Social  hosted  by 
the  Sheffield  Historical  Society. 

On  the  green  and  in  Dewey  Hall,  local 
cottage  industries  —  from  woodworking  to 
chair  caning,  photography  to  auto  uphol- 
stery —  will  be  showcased.  There  will  also 
be  a  lineup  of  classic  cars  from  Sheffield  and 
Ashley  Falls  owners.  Dewey  Hall  and  all 
exhibits  and  information  will  remain  open 
through  the  Celebration  on  the  Green,  and 
Tom  Ingersoll,  Justin  Mather  and  other  local 
favorites  will  be  providing  music  from  a 
stage  out  front. 

There  will  be  face  painting  and  other 
children's  activities,  with  the  Glory  B  clown 
troupe  providing  additional  entertainment. 
Students  from  Undermountain  Elementary 
and  Mt.  Everett  will  hold  a  "show  and  tell" 
about  the  woodland  and  wetland  community 
trail  that  is  being  built  at  the  school,  and  a 
sign-up  for  the  October  6  Community  Work 
Day  to  help  clear  the  first  section  of  trail.

Crafts  and  climbing  for  kids 

The  Library  and  its  grounds  will  be  the 
site  for  children's  programs  the  morning  of 
Saturday,  September  8.  The  Sheffield  Boy 
Scouts  will  sponsor  a  climbing  wall,  which 
will  provide  those  who  are  interested  with 
the  opportunity  to  try  their  hand  at  rock- 
climbing  in  a  well-supervised  and  safe 
environment.  You  must  fit  into  their  safety 
harness  to  try  the  wall. 

Concurrently,  noted  local  outdoor 
educator  Judy  Isacoff  will  present  a  series 
of  one-hour  programs — Creating  Art  from 
Field  and  Forest,  Nature  Journaling  and  a 
Shooting  Star  Crafts  project.  The  programs 
start  at  10am  and  are  sponsored  by  The 
Nature  Conservancy. 

Exploring  Sheffield's  history  and  land 

The  Sheffield  Historical  Society,  at  the 
north  end  of  the  Sheffield  Green,  gives 
tours  of  its  historic  buildings  year-round, 
and  will  have  special  tours  both  Saturdays 
of  the  Celebration  from  10am  to  4pm. 
There  are  five  buildings,  including  the 
Revolutionary-era  Dan  Raymond  house, 
restored  and  furnished  to  provide  insight 
into  life  in  the  late  18'1'  century,  and  the 
mid-19'1'  century  carriage  house,  which 
holds  a  treasure  trove  of  old  tools,  equip- 
ment and  ingenious  devices  used  in  rural 
households  and  farms.  Test  your  wits  and 
your  imagination  in  figuring  out  what  some 
of  these  devices  are! 

The  Historical  Commission  and  the 
Society  provide  a  self-guided  walking  tour 
through  the  center  of  Sheffield,  with 
historic  landmarks  and  houses.  Another 
glimpse  into  history  can  be  found  at  the 
Colonel  Ashley  House  on  Cooper  Hill  Road 
in  Ashley  Falls,  which  is  open,  as  it  is  all 
weekends  throughout  the  summer  and  fall, 
from  1  to  5pm. 

Special  events  for  the  Celebration  on 
Saturday,  September  8,  include  guided  tours 
of  the  new  parish  hall  at  Christ  Church  on 
Main  Street  from  2  to  5pm,  and  van  tours 
of  scenic  and  protected  landscapes  of 
agricultural  or  ecological  importance, 
provided  by  the  Sheffield  Land  Trust. 
Tours  will  take  about  and  hour  with  vans 
leaving  from  the  south  end  of  the  Green 
next  to  Dewey  Hall  at  1  and  2:30pm. 

Also  on  the  8'\  Dewey  Hall  (which  the 
Sheffield  Friendly  Union  has  generously 
donated  the  use  o  for  the  Celebration)  will 
host  displays  by  various  organizations  and 
cottage  industries. 

One  display  will  preview  an  upcoming 
Sheffield  Land  Trust  exhibit  of  old  and  new 
photographs  of  Sheffield  and  Ashley  Falls. 
The  show  will  include  copies  of  turn-of- 


the-century  photographs  from  the  Histori- 
cal Society's  collection  and  new  ones  taken 
by  photography  students  from  Mt.  Everett 
Regional  High  School  and  members  of  the 
land  trust.  The  Land  Trust  is  looking  for 
additional  photographs  of  the  Sheffield 
landscape  in  years  gone  by  for  the  larger 
exhibit  next  year  (especially  areas  not 
covered  in  the  Historical  Society  collection), 
and  information  will  be  available  on  how  to 
contribute  to  that  show. 

Outside  Dewey  Hall  there  will  be  a  special 
map  of  the  town  where  residents  can  share 
the  places  they  most  care  about  and  why. 

Puppets,  softball  and  ropes  course 

On  Sunday,  September  9,  Celebration 
activities  will  focus  on  the  Sheffield  Town 
Park  on  Miller  Avenue.  Organized  events 
begin  at  1pm,  but  come  early  with  a  picnic 
and  explore  the  pavilion  and  all  the 
improvements  the  Town  Park  Committee 
has  made  to  it  over  the  last  several  years. 

Softball  starts  at  1pm,  with  one  diamond 
set  for  a  kid's  game  and  one  for  adults. 
Bring  bats,  balls  and  gloves  if  you  have 
them,  but  extras  will  be  on  hand.  (A  big 
thank  you  to  Tom  Ingersoll  for  helping  to 
make  this  possible!)  Also  at  the  park,  the 
Sheffield  Police  Department  will  be 
demonstrating  the  Santi  Gulotta  ropes 
challenge  course.  The  course  is  used  in 
training  to  build  trust  and  confidence.  You 
can  read  about  how  the  Department  uses  it 
during  the  summer  D.A.R.E.  camp  on  page 
6  and  then  come  see  it  for  yourself. 

Fridays  at  the  Old  Parish  Church  this 
summer  have  seen  the  first  season  of 
Sheffield's  own  Farmers'  Market  (see  article 
on  page  4).  On  September  14,  the  market 
will  also  be  the  site  of  an  agriculturally 
oriented  puppet  show,  "Maggie's  Garden." 


Hike,  walk,  bike,  canoe... 

For  early  risers  and  bird  lovers,  Saturday 
mornings  can  begin  with  a  bird  walk  at 
Bartholomew's  Cobble.  Don  Reid,  the 
naturalist  at  the  Cobble,  runs  a  year-long 
program  of  lectures  and  walks  that  includes 
a  Saturday  morning  walk  at  730am  in 
season.

Or  take 
the  same  hike  the  following  Sunday  at  2pm 
w  ith  Kay  Sadhigi.  On  Sunday,  September  9 
at  2pm,  walk  the  Drury  Trail  (off  Barnum 
Street)  with  Tim  Abbott. 

Guided  back-roads  bike  trips:  On  Sunday, 
September  16,  Allison  Lassoe  and  Gary  and 
Judy  Schumer  will  lead  bike  trips,  leaving  at 
10am  from  the  Town  Park.  The  short  trip 
will  be  8  miles,  the  long  one  16  miles.  Maps 
will  also  be  available  at  Dewey  Hall  for  self- 
guided  bike  routes. 

Guided  paddle  on  the  Housatonia  The  same 
day,  at  1:30pm,  Rick  Donovan  will  lead  a 
canoe  trip  on  the  Housatonic  River. 
Participants  can  bring  in  their  own  canoes, 
or  contact  Rick  Appalachian  Mountain  Gear 
to  reserve  one  of  the  6  additional  canoes 
whose  use  has  been  donated  for  this  event-

Farmers'  Market  Day: 
A  Report  from  the  Field 

I  wake  up  early  on  Friday,  grateful  for  the 
previous  day's  rain,  which  saved  me  a  day 
of  watering.  After  chores  and  breakfast, 
it's  time  to  start  the  harvest  —  certified 
organic,  locally  grown,  delicious  food,  one 
reason  I  wanted  to  start  the  Farmers' 
Market  of  Sheffield. 

Young  tender  squash  and  zucchini  are 
first.  By  the  time  I've  picked  two  pints  of 
haricot  verts  (young  tender  beans),  the 
kids  are  awake,  dressed,  fed  and  want  to 
help.   My  son  is  old  enough  to  pick  the 
spiny  cucumbers  without  pulling  up  the 
plants  and  my  daughter  carries  them  to 
the  basket.  Together  we  pick  the  raspber- 
ries-they  get  the  low  ones,  and  untangle 
my  hair  from  the  brambles  when  I  reach 
for  the  far  ones.  Inside,  I  pull  out  the 
honey  and  jam.  The  counter  overflows- 
it's  time  to  pack  the  truck. 

The  Beast,"  as  we  affectionately  call  it, 
already  delivered  the  signs  last  night,  now 
I  load  it  with  the  paraphernalia  for  my 
stand.  Just  before  I  leave,  I  harvest  the 
herbs,  and  the  aroma  of  freshly  cut  basil 
accompanies  us  to  town. 

Arriving  at  the  Old  Parish  Church 
parking  lot,  I  find  two  of  our  out-of-town 
vendors  already  setting  up.  My  husband, 
Jim,  delivers  the  ice  cream  wagon  (gener- 
ously donated  by  Berkshire  Ice  Cream  and 
maintained  by  Berkshire  County  Plumb- 
ing Supply)  and  hurries  back  to  work.  As 
I  unload  my  truck,  more  vendors  arrive, 
set  up,  chat,  and  get  ready  for  business. 
Nine  weeks  into  the  season,  everyone 
knows  what  he  or  she  needs  to  do  I 
introduce  myself  to  our  newest  vendor, 
J.  P.  Welch  of  Justamere  Farm,  and  admire 
his  maple  products  and  his  wife's  soaps. 

The  market  officially  opens  at  4pm,  but 
customers  begin  to  wend  their  way 
around  the  trucks  to  preview  the  show- 
well  before  we  open.  By  5pm,  I  have 
introduced  several  people  to  gooseberries, 
sold  some  local  honey  to  someone  with 
allergies,  and  all  of  my  produce  is  gone. 

I  leave  my  stand  in  the  hands  of  Caitlin 
Hotaling  to  have  an  impromptu  meetings 


with  David  Whitman,  our  marketing  guru, 
Pauline  Banducci,  the  volunteer  coordinator 
and  Marcia  Friedman,  the  Farmers'  Market 
treasurer.  All  of  these  Sheffield  residents 
have  given  of  their  time  and  talent  to  make 
this  market  successful  and  I  am  so  grateful. 
I  stop  at  Justamere  Farm  to  see  how 
business  is  going.  Like  all  of  our  out-of- 
town  vendors,  he  comments  on  the  friendli- 
ness of  the  customers.  I'm  happy  to  hear  it. 
Giving  Sheffield  people  a  place  to  congre- 
gate was  another  reason  I  started  this 
market.  Now  it's  time  to  do  my  own 
shopping. 

I  make  my  way  first  to  Pasta  Galore, 
where  Jeremy  Stanton  will  hold  my  spinach 
ravioli  in  the  freezer  until  the  market  is 
over.  The  line  is  down  at  Berkshire 
Mountain  Bakery,  so  I  wait  for  Marius  to 
sell  me  a  loaf  of  my  favorite  sourdough 
bread  -  seven-grain.  Next,  a  few  bags  of 
baby  salad  greens  from  Sandy  at  Phoenix 
Pharm.  Buying  a  coffee  gives  me  a  chance 
to  visit  with  Mark  and  Melissa's  new  baby 
at  Uncommon  Grounds  and  I  enjoy  a 
muffin  from  Drew  Victory  at  Mainly 
Muffins.   My  husband  arrives  and  asks  if 
the  kids  have  left  any  cucumbers  on  our 
vines  to  include  in  our  dinner.   I  doubt  it,  so 
I  send  him  over  to  Moon  in  the  Pond  Farm 
to  buy  some  from  Dominic  Palumbo,  the 
Farmers'  Market  advisor.  Many  of  the 
vendors  from  whom  I  buy  my  Friday  night 
dinner  are  here  because  of  Dominic's 
contacts  and  his  vision  of  the  market  as  a 
connection  between  local  eaters  and  local 
producers  of  a  wide  variety  of  foods. 

I  return  to  my  stand  and  put  my  change 
back  into  the  cash  box.  When  my  son  is 
here,  he  spends  his  picking  wages  on 
perennials  from  Hi-Country  flowers  or  the 
Perennial  Ranch,  and  when  I  let  him,  on 
dessert  from  Farm  House  Bakers.  My 
husband  laughs  as  we  load  up  for  the  return 
trip  because  we  spend  all  our  income,  but 
we  never  go  home  empty-handed.

On  Sunday  afternoon,  June  3rd,  a  74-year- 
old  promise  was  finally  kept.  Members  of 
Christ  Church  Episcopal  in  Sheffield 
joined  with  friends  from  the  community 
and  neighboring  churches  to  celebrate 
their  new  parish  hall.  The  celebration's 
sequel  comes  on  September  16th,  when 
the  Bishop  of  Western  Massachusetts,  the 
Right  Reverend  Gordon  Scruton,  arrives 
to  dedicate  the  new  building. 

The  addition,  designed  by  the  architec- 
tural firm  of  Burr  and  McCallum  of 
Williamstown,  manages  to  be  both 
contemporary  and  complementary  with 
the  90-year-old  neo-Gothic  church. 
Christ  Church,  designed  by  the  architect 
of  Washington  Cathedral,  Henry 
Vaughan,  and  furnished  with  Tiffany 
windows  began  as  a  mission  134  years 
ago  and  has  always  been  small.  In  1927, 
members  first  expressed  the  need 
for  more  space.  Over  the  decades, 
many  plans  were  put  forward,  but 
none  came  to  fruition.  Recently, 
the  need  became  urgent  with  the 
growth  of  the  congregation  and 
a  desire  for  handicap  accessibility 
as  well  as  more  space  for  Sunday 
School,  office  work,  parish 
counseling,  hospitality  and 
community  outreach. 

The  congregation  wanted  to  be

more  open  and  inviting  to  the  community, 
so  Chris  Tomich  of  Tomich  Landscape 
Design  created  a  design  that  uses  terraces 
and  benches  to  replaces  the  old,  closed-in 
look. 

These  improvements  have  come  at  a 
cost,  but  generosity  of  many  made  it 
happen.  Catherine  Miller,  "Clerk  of  the 
Works,"  chaired  the  Building  Committee 
and  supervised.  Mike  Shiels,  the  contrac- 
tor, together  with  a  host  of  sub-contrac- 
tors and  many  other  members  of  the 
community,  worked  generously  and  well 
To  the  amazement  of  even  the  most 
casual  passers-by,  the  work  was  completed 
in  less  than  eight  months.  That  speedy 
birth — and  the  new,  welcoming  appear- 
ance— has  made  this  parish  hall  the  talk 
of  the  town.

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After  29  years  as  director  of  the 
Bushnell-Sage  Memorial  Library,  John 
Campbell  has  retired.

John  leaves  behind  an  extraordinary 
legacy  of  librarianship,  as  well  as  a  whole 
new  library.  Under  his  leadership,  the  old 
Sheffield  Center  School  became  the  new 
Bushnell-Sage  Memorial  Library.  With 
the  help  of  two  building  committees, 
John,  the  Trustees  of  the  Library,  and  the 
Town  pushed  for  and  received  a  $690,000 
grant  to  do  the  work,  in  which  a 
Children's  Room,  an  activity  room,  a 
kitchen  and  a  public  meeting  room  were 
added  to  the  existing  building.  Pine  Knoll 
behind  the  building  has  become  an 
outdoor  adjunct  to  the  library.  With  the 
formation  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library, 
the  Town  was  able  to  furnish  and  equip 
the  new  library  using  private  funds. 

Besides  overseeing  the  renovation,  John 
greatly  increased  the  number  of  books  in 
the  library,  and  added  audio  and  video 
tapes  and  puzzles  to  the  collection.  John

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  SUMMER  D.A.R.E.  CAMP 


Every  year,  the  Sheffield  Police  Depart- 
ment in  conjunction  with  the  Boston- 
based  Governor's  Alliance  Against  Drugs, 
sponsors  a  DARE  (Drug  Abuse 
Resistance  Education)  summer  program. 
This  year's  program,  held  at  the  Sheffield 
Town  Park  July  16  to  20,  involved  53 
children,  including  12  older  "mentors." 
The  rest  of  the  students  were  fifth 
graders  from  various  elementary  schools 
in  southern  Berkshire  County.  Participat- 
ing were  students  from  Farmington 
Elementary  School  in  Otis,  Lee  Elemen- 
tary and  St.  Mary  School  in  Lee, 
Stockbridge  Plain  School,  and  of  course 
Undermountain  Elementary  School  in 
Sheffield. 

The  one-week  course  at  the  Town  Park 
uses  the  Santi  Gulotta  Ropes  Challenge 
Course  (dedicated  to  Mr.  Gulotta's 
memory  last  year)  to  teach  students  team 
work  and  trust  using  a  variety  of  low  and 
high  "elements."  The  final  element  is  a 
"zip  line,"  which  is  about  50  feet  off  the 
ground  and  500  feet  long.  While  in  a 
harness,  the  student  is  hooked  onto  a 
pulley  attached  to  the  line  and  rides  the 
length  of  the  line. 

There  are  currently  eight  low  elements 
and  four  high  elements,  with  plans  to  add 
a  fifth    The  ropes  course,  now  three  years 
old,  was  built  by  Richard  Holstein  of 
Berkshire  Adventures,  with  help  from 
Officers  Jeff  Roosa  and  Todd  Moriarty  of 
the  Sheffield  Police  Department.  A 
portion  of  this  course  will  be  part  of  the 
Sheffield  in  Celebration  activities    Please 
see  the  enclosed  calendar  of  events  for 
more  details. 

All  10  of  the  law-enforcement  officers 
who  spent  the  week  working  with  the 
children  on  the  course  were  trained  "ropes 
facilitators."  In  addition  to  the  four 
Sheffield  Police  Officers — Jeff  Roosa, 
Sherry  Johnson,  Susan  Rathbun,  and  Scott 


Farrell — there  were  officers  from  the 
Stockbridge,  Lee  and  Massachusetts  State 
Police,  and  the  Southern  Berkshire 
Probation  Department. 

Many  local  businesses  supported  the 
camp  Lunches  were  donated  by  Limey's 
and  the  Pizza  Palace,  snacks  by  PJ's 
Convenience  Store,  and  drinks  and  ice  for 
the  coolers  by  Silk's  Variety  Store.  Many 
businesses  from  Egremont  and  Great 
Barrington  also  helped  out.  Everything  is 
free  for  the  children,  including  DARE 
T-shirts,  and  camp  would  not  have  been 
possible  without  the  generosity  of  these 
community  businesses. 

The  course  culminated  with  a  cookout 
on  Friday  for  the  children  and  their 
families  and  friends.  Chief  James 
McGarry,  Town  Administrator  Bob 
Weitz,  and  Chief  Garreth  Blackhaus  of 
Monterey  manned  the  grill.  Burgers  and 
hot  dogs  were  donated  by  The  Old  Mill  in 
Egremont.  In  a  demonstration  of  the 
ropes  course's  high  elements,  Dan  Barry 
of  Egremont  showed  how  to  climb  the 
"vertical  playground,''  Magan  Peabody  of 
Housatonic  went  for  a  ride  on  the  "zip 
line,"  and  Sam  Crawford,  Santi  Gulotta's 
grandson,  showed  everyone  how  to 
conquer  the  "burma  bridge  "

These  are  just  some  of  the  things  the 
Town  Clerk  can  help  you  with: ' 

•  Vital  records.  Certified  copies  of  birth, 
marriage  and  death  certificates  ($5  each). 

•  Marriage  intentions.  A  couple  must 
appear  together  at  the  Town  Clerk's 
office  for  filing  of  intentions  ($15.00). 

•  Dog  licenses.  All  dogs  six  months  and 
over  need  a  license.  A  vet's  certificate  of 
current  rabies  shots  is  required    Cost: 
$4  if  spayed  or  neutered,  $10  if  not. 
Licenses  expire  March  3 1  each  year. 
You  have  April  to  purchase  licenses  after 
that,  a  $25  penalty  applies. 

•  Hunting  and  fishing  licenses.

Planning  Board: 
Smoothing  the 
Permit  Process 

Are  you  planning  to  put  up  a  sign,  do  an 
addition,  or  build  something  new?  Are 
you  thinking  about  running  a  business 
out  of  your  home?  Hcie  are  some  time- 
saving  tips  from  the  Planning  Board  to 
help  make  the  decision  making  process  a 
smooth  one  for  you  and  the  town. 

First,  review  the  zoning  by-laws  for 
your  area  to  find  out  what  is  allowed  and 
what  you  may  need  to  get  permission  for. 
Copies  are  available  at  the  Town  Clerk's 
office  and  a  color-coded  map  of  the 
Zoning  Districts  is  posted  in  the  Asses- 
sors Office. 

Second,  talk  with  the  Building  Inspec- 
tor (229-7006).  As  the  zoning  enforce- 
ment officer,  he  can  provide  you  with 
information  and  point  you  in  the  right 
direction,  including  if  there  is  anything 
you'll  need  to  work  through  with  the 
Planning  Board. 

Third,  if  you  need  to  go  through  the 
Planning  Board,  read  the  forms  carefully 
and  talk  with  one  of  the  members  to 
make  sure  you  know  what  information  to 
provide  and  in  what  format.. 

Taking  the  time  to  collect  the  proper 
information  up-front  will  save  time  and 
resources  in  the  end. 


Having  a  Tag  Sale? 

If  you  are  planning  a  tag  sale,  you  must 
get  a  permit  from  the  Sheffield  Police 
Department  before  the  first  day  of  the 
sale.  The  fee  is  $3,  cash  or  check  payable 
to  the  Town  of  Sheffield.  You  can  stop 
by  the  Police  Station  at  the  corner  of 
Route  7  and  Berkshire  School  Rd.  week- 
days from  8am  to  4pm  or  call  Lee  at  the 
Sheffield  Police  Department  (229-8522) 
to  have  the  permit  mailed  to  you.

Permit  holders  are  asked  to  remove  all 
posted  tag  sale  signs  immediately  follow- 
ing the  sale.  People  visiting  your  sale 
must  park  their  vehicles  all  the  way  out 
of  the  street's  line  of  travel,  without 
blocking  access  for  neighboring  drive- 
ways or  streets.  Vehicles  must  not  be 
parked  any  closer  than  250  feet  to  a  curve 
or  intersection.

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Old  Stone  Store  Rescue  Under  Way 

The  Sheffield  Historical  Society  acquired 
the  Old  Stone  Store  in  October  1999  to 
save  this  important  piece  of  local  history. 
The  oldest  commercial  building  in  town, 
it  occupies  a  strategic  place,  historically 
and  geographically,  in  the  community, 
marking  one  end  of  the  town  green  and 
serving  as  an  unofficial  entrance  to  the 
equally  historic  Town  Hall.  Both  build- 
ings date  from  circa  1830. 

With  community  support,  the  goal  is  to 
restore  the  building  to  be  used  as  a 
museum,  exhibit  space,  and  a  community 
information  center.  Displays  by  local 
artists,  artisans,  cottage  industries  and 
specialty  collectors  will  be  featured  as 
well  as  promotions  of  special  events  for 
community  organizations.  Residents  and 
visitors  will  be  able  to  learn  about  local 
cultural  and  historical  attractions, 
businesses  and  services. 

The  Historical  Society  has  taken  out  a 
loan  of  $180,000  to  begin  the  major  part 
of  the  $230,000  restoration  and  is 
seeking  broad  based  community  support 
for  this  community  betterment  project. 

The  Historical  Society  is  undertaking 
several  fund-raisers  to  benefit  the  Stone 
Store,  including:

TRANSFER  STATION  <&  RECYCLING 


This  summer  everyone  should  have 
received,  in  the  mail,  the  Sheffield  Transfer 
Station's  new  brochure  outlining  the 
changes  in  the  Transfer  Station  stickers  and 
charges,  as  well  as  providing  the  most  up- 
to-date  information  on  recycling  and  trash 
items  that  are  accepted.   If  you  did  not 
receive  a  brochure,  copies  are  available  at 
Town  Hall  or  by  calling  the  Recycling 
Coordinator  at  the  number  listed  below. 

One  of  the  big  changes  is  that  as  of  July 
1st  the  Transfer  Station  is  no  longer  open 
to  commercial  haulers,  so  Sheffield  and 
Ashley  Falls  residents  and  businesses  that 
use  commercial  haulers  may  receive  an 
abatement  for  the  trash  component  of  their 
solid  waste  user  fee  (70  percent).  Abate- 
ment forms  should  be  enclosed  with  the 
user  fee  bill. 

All  recycling  w  ill  still  be  done  through 
the  transfer  station.  Since  recycling  is 
mandatory  in  Sheffield,  all  residents  and 
businesses  will  receive  a  user  fee  bill.  The 
non-trash  component  of  the  user  fee  covers 
the  cost  of  recycling,  as  well  as  the  cost  of 
bulky  waste  and  household  hazardous  waste 
collections.  Sheffield  recycles  most  paper, 
most  containers  and  batteries.  Please  see  the 


new  brochure  for  details.  Each  user  must 
still  have  the  appropriate  sticker  to  use  the 
Transfer  Station. 

In  addition  to  the  spring  and  fall  bulky- 
waste  collections  at  the  Transfer  Station  (be 
sure  to  pick  up  the  required  coupon  from 
the  Treasurer/Collector's  office)  Sheffield 
has  joined  other  South  County  Towns  to 
arrange  for  additional  collections  for  the 
disposal  of  bulky  waste,  appliances, 
fluorescent  lights,  and  household  hazardous 
waste.  A  comprehensive  collection  for  all 
such  waste  will  be  held  on  October  20th  at 
the  Great  Barrington  Transfer  Station, 
from  9am  to  1pm. 

Mini  collections  of  paint  products  and  used 
motor  oil  only  will  be  held  this  fall  at  the 
Otis  Transfer  Station  September  13  from 
3pm  to  6pm,  September  22  from  9am  to 
noon  in  Lenox  and  the  Great  Barrington 
Transfer  Station,  October  13th  from  9am  to 
noon. 

These  additional  collections  are  covered 
by  your  Transfer  Station  user  fee,  but  pre- 
registration  for  the  comprehensive  and  mini 
collections  is  required  through  the  Center 
for  Ecological  Technology  at  (800)  238-

All  motor-oil  sellers  must  take  back 
used  motor  oil  at  no  charge  when 
you  show  a  receipt  for  the  purchase 
of  a  similar  quantity  of  new  oil. 
This  is  the  quickest  and  easiest  way 
to  legally  dispose  of  used  motor  oil.
